Janesville grocerym en are now pay­ 
ing 11 cents a dozen and selling for 
12$ cents. 
Chicago parties are paying 
16 cents a dozen in Chicago. 
“ We are not buying eggs now’ for 
packing,’’ said a local dealer, “ there is 
no money in the business when we 
have to pay such prices." 
Country m erchants are buying, how­ 
ever, and are shipping eggs to the Chi­ 
cago m arket, w hich cuts off consider­ 
ably the supply th a t form erly found 
m arket in this city.
